Aspirant for Oklahoma Office 
Attacked and Carried 50 
Miles in Auto.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., June 14.—C. N. 
Nunn of Porter, Democratic candi- 
date for president of the State 
Board of Agriculture, died in a hos- 
pital here today of wounds inflicted 
by two gunmen. 
Nunn was found lying on a high- 
way bridge near Sallisaw last night. 
He had been shot twice. 
He said he had been shot near 
Porter, 50 miles northwest, four 
hours earlier, by two men who car- 
ried him to a point a hundred yards 
from the bridge and bound him to a 
tree with wire. He worked loose 
from his bonds, he told police. 
The bridge where he was discov- 
ered is near Brushy Mountain, fre- 
quented many times by Charles 
(Pretty Boy) Floyd, the desperado.

The management was to have 
had nothing to do with any gam- 
bling which might have occurred 
at the track. It was their conten- 
tion, however, that they eould not 
prevent bookmakers from coming 
to the track and making oral bets 


with the patrons. 
Two Arrested at Track. 

Frank Weidner, 7220 Lyndover 
avenue, Maplewood, who described 
himself as bookkeeper of the cours- 
ing association, was arrested, 
charged with possession of a gam- 
bling device, after deputy sheriffs 
had read him the search warrant 
upon which the raid was made. 

Thomas O’Mara, 7146, Tulane ave- 
nue, University City, a real estate 
dealer, announced loudly when 
Weidner was arrested, “I'll sign 
his bond,” whereupon Associate 
Prosecuting Attorney John J. Wolfe 
instructed the deputies to arrest 
him also.

of loans Silverstone had made on 
the policy. 

Trial of the suit disclosed that 
Silverstone had $182,000 of life in- 
surance at the time of his death on 
which he paid annual premiums of 
more than $10,000. Only one pol- 
icy, that involved in the suit, con- 
tained the double indemnity clause 
making the company liable for $20,- 
000 if death resulted from acci- 
dent. 

Mrs. Silverstone contended her 
husband was insane when he shot 
himself and therefore his death was 
an accident. 

Dr. Alexander 8S. Wolff, the 
family physician, testified he be- 
lieved Silverstone’s mind was af- 
fected by a concussion of the brain 
suffered in a fall a year before his 
death and by a severe attack of in- 
fluenza only a few months before 
he died. 

Mary Krusenkother, a former 
maid in the Silverstone home, said 
he had changed greatly in the two 
years before his death, becoming 
morose and’ moody, while he had 
always previously been jolly and 
amiable. 

The defense brought out the fact 
that in the two years prior to his 
death Silverstone had suffered se- 
rious business reverses, had bor- 
rowed heavily on his insurance and 
was having difficulty in paying the 
premiums,

NISSING DETROIT

Jugo-Slavian Army Cap- 
tain Says He Left Her 
Because He Had Another 
Wife.

VIENNA, June 14.—The story of 
Capt. Ivan Poderjay, Jugo-Slavian 
officer, of brides in New York and 


London was checked by Vienna po- 
lice today seeking to solve the dis- 
appearance of Miss Agnes Tufvert- 
son of Detroit. 

Capt.. Poderjay, arrested last 
night, said he married Miss Tuf- 
vertson in New York, Dec. 4, 1933. 
But, he explained, only 10 months 
before he had married Miss Mar- 
guerite Susanne Ferrand in Lon- 
don. 

The American bride, he said, in- 
sisted on accompanying him _ to 
Europe. This was impossible, Po- 
derjay said, because his first wife 
waited for him in Southampton. 

Then Miss Tufverston told him 
she would take a trip around the 
world, and if he did not hear from 
her in a month, Poderjay told po- 
lice, he eould “consider her dead.” 
He has not seen her since, he in- 
sisted. 

(Church records in New York dis- 
closed a Miss Agnes Tufvertson 
was married last December to Capt. 
Ivan Poderjay in the Little Church 
Around the Corner. “The bride said 
they were going to England,” said 
the secretary in the church office, 
“then the Captain broke in and said 
they would go to Austria to see his 
parents and thence to India.”) 

Miss Tufvertson’s family last 
heard from her in January when 
she cabled that she was going to 
India. 

Vienna police are holding Poder- 
jay pending information from New 
York, but dispatches from _ there 
said no order for Poderjay’s arrest 
had been issued, and that he was 
wanted merely for questioning as 
to Miss Tufvertson’s whereabouts. 

Capt. Poderjay, police said, ad- 
mitted receiving $7500 from Miss 
Tufvertson “not as a gift,” but for 
some Jugo-Slavian stocks and bonds 
he turned over to her to sell. 

He said hé met her in England 
and that she spoke of suicide be- 
cause of an unhappy love affair. 
Miss Tufvertson suggested, the of- 
ficer said, that they marry so she 
would not return to New York a 
spinster.

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TRIED 10 DIE IN LAKE 
TOGETHER; ONE LIVES 


Daughter Says She and Mother 
Attempted Suicide Fearing 
Hiness Would Part Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

HIGHLAND PARK, IIl., June 14, 
—Dreading separation, Mrs. Alice 
King Bott, 63 years old, and her 
daughter, Margaret, 22, bound 
themselves together with rope and 
swam out into Lake Michigan at 
dawn yesterday to die. 

The mothér died, but the daugh~ 
ter, whose illness had threatened 
separation, was washed ashore 
alive, still tied to her mother’s 
body by a length of clothesline. 

Jimmy Murphy, a newsboy, found 
them, clothed in bathing suits, at 
the foot of Beach Lane. The 
daughter was unconscious. Revived 
by a physician, she said: “We 
wanted to die together.” 

She was taken to her home a 
few steps away on Beach Lane, 
where the doctor and two nurses 
pieced together her story of the 
suicide agreement. 

Pair Inseparable. 

Mrs. Bott was divorced from 
Rhea Bott about 12 years ago and 
since then the mother and daugh- 
ter had been inseparable. Recently 
Margaret underwent two opera- 
tions for mastoid abscesses. They 
were beginning to form again, and 
a physician said another operation 
would be necessary. Fearing it 
would be fatal, mother and daugh- 
ter determined to end their lives 
together. 

At dawn they arose and walked 
to the lake shore. Tying them- 
selves together, they waded into 
the water. When they could walk 
no longer, they swam. 

They had gone about three-quar 
ters of a mile, the daughter said, 
when she turned and saw that her 
mother was dead. Then she start- 
ed swimming toward shore, towing 
her mother’s body, hoping, she 
said, to facilitate the discovery of 
the bodies. 

Miss Bott said she did not re 
member how she reached shore, as 
she had lost consciousness. 

Three Suicide Notes. 

Three notes confirming the sul- 
cide agreement were found in the 
Bott home. One addressed to Mr. 
and Mrs. Clifford Raymond, neigh- 
bors. Identification cards were 
found in the slippers each wore. 
The rope, Miss Bott said, was so 
they might not drift apart in 
death. 

The note to the Raymonds said 
they were “taking the only way 
out,” according to Coroner John L. 
Taylor. Another expressed regret 
to a Highland Park youth that 
they would be unable to attend his 
high school graduation. The third, 
to an elderly artist, referred to a 
meeting with him at a motion 
picture theater last night. 

Miss Bott was educated in @4 
private schoo) at Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y., and at Grinnell College. She 
and her mother usually spent 
spring and summer at Highland 
Park and traveled the rest of the 
}year. They had opened their house 
six weeks ago after a winter in 
California and the Southwest. 


They were believed to be in good 
financial circumstances.

COUNSELOR HAY

Levy of 2 Cents a Gallon 
on Beverage Sold in St. 
Louis Is Proposed in Let- 
ter to Board. — 


Three-two beer has played ‘havoc 
with city liquor control and city 
liquor revenue, as City Counselor 
Hay predicted last January. Ex- 
cise Commissioner Scullin yesterday 
sent the Board of Aldermen a let- 


Hay, which too a gloomy view 


both of regulation possibilities and 
revenue prospects, all because of 
the “non-intoxicating” 3.2. 

The letter urged the Aldermen to 
impose an inspection tax of 2 cents 
a gallon on 3.2 per cent beer made 
here for sale in St. Louis or im. 
ported into the city. An equal tax 
on 5 per cent beer and a higher 
rate on other liquors are provided 
in pending bills. 

Up to this time, the city has re- 
ceived $94,000 license revenue from 
liquor vendors, most of them li- 
censes to sell by the drink, The 
licenses which have been taken are 
for six months, hence will be re- 
newable next November or Decem- 
ber. The city’s appropriation for 
the Excise Commissioner’s office 
for the fiscal year is $33,580, so that 
the city thus far has netted a lit- 
tle more than $60,000 revenue from 
liquor. To this will be added the 
fees for the new licenses still to be 
taken out, and for renewals for the 
second half year. 

Letter to Aldermen. 

“Up to date,” Col. Scullin wrote 
to the Aldermen, “I have issued 636 
licenses, and have given out 1057 
During the last few 
days, a considerable number who 
took out blank applications have 
returned them unfilled. They ex- 
plain that, on looking into the situ- 
ation, they find the competition of 
3.2 places is such as to lead them 
to believe they could not make any- 
thing in the legitimate liquor busi- 
ness. They tell me that many 3.2 
places are not only running with- 
out any limitation as to hours, but 
that they are selling all kinds of in- 
toxicating liquor. 

“I am now confident that the total 
number of places that will be li- 
censed under the present liquor or- 
dinance will not exceed 1000. That 
means a total (gross) revenue to 
the city of only $300,000. 

“You realize, of course, all of the 
intoxicating liquors sold through 
the 3.2 places escape the city tax. 
I submit that it is unfair to the 
men who pay the license fee and 
to the city also, for such a situation 
to exist. 

Only Way for City Tax. 

“It seems to me that the only 
way to impose any city tax upon 
the intoxicating liquor which is 
sold throuugh 3.2 places is by a gal- 
lonage tax, as is proposed in the 
pending ordinance. This should 
certainly be done. so long as the 
State law stands as it is now. 

“The board should by all means 
pass the pending 3.2 measure, which 
will not only enable us to get some 
revenue out of the 3.2 business, but 
will impose some measure of regu- 
lation *upon those places. Those 
places .today constitute the most 
serious obstacle in the way of prop- 
er regulation of the liquor business 
in this city. 

“Unless something can be done 
to impose some sort of regulation 
on those places, we will all be 
greatly disappointed in the effort 
to accomplish anything like prop- 
er regulation of the liquor business 
in our city.”

CARISTROM SAYS =

Payment of these salaries over a 
period of three years forms the 
basis of the cLarges against Wil- 
liamson and Miss Machin, who are 
accused of receiving the pay war- 
rants for Carlstrom’s friends, caus- 
ing them to be indorsed and ex- 
changing them for bank drafts 
which were sent to Herscje: J. Bla- 
zer, publisher of an Aledo weekly, 
and E. R. Petrie of Aledo, a for- 
mer State Bank Examiner. 

Witness for the Court. 

Arthur M. Fitzgerald, chief de- 
fense counsel, made no effort in 
cross-examination to break down 
the testimony of State witnesses. 
The defense contends Blazer and 
Petrie performed adequate services 
for the State. Carlstrom, who. was 
under subpena by the State and 
defense, testified as the court’s wit- 
ness by agreement of attorneys. 
Caristrom said he decided to em- 
ploy Blazer as an investigator but 
didn’t want his name to appear on 
the payroll, a public record, “be- 
cause the work was to be confi- 
dential and since the political press- 
ure on an officeholder from one’s 
own community is tremendous, I 
didn’t want to be bothered with pa- 
tronage seekers. 

“T had a discussion in my office 
with Williamson about putting Bla- 
zer on the payroll. He was to carry 
a man for me and I was to carry 
one for him, but the exchange was 
never carried out.”

FAST ST. LOUIS PARK 
BOND ISSUE OPPOSED 


Civic Groups Threaten Injunc- 
tion Proceedings to Prevent 
Tax. Rise. 


Protests and threats of injunc- 
tion proceedings against local tax- 
ing bodies were made yesterday by 


‘East St. Louis civic and business 


groups following an announcement 
by the East St. Louis Park Board 
that it had voted to issue $600,000 
in bonds for the completion and 
maintenance of the Lake Park proj- 
ect, a 1130-acre tract on the south- 
eastern outskirts of the city. The 
bond issue is to be floated in place 
of a PWA loan and grant of $1,159,- 
000, which was rejected by the 
board on May 25 on the grounds 
that acceptance would necessitate 
‘a rise of 29 cents in the tax rate. 


F. J. Steger, president of the East 
Si. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
said that Lake Park is a “luxury 
the city cannot afford in _ these 
times.” While granting that the 
city would benefit by the employ- 
ment provided by the project, Ste- 
ger said taxpayers, already overbur- 
dened, could not endure the imposi- 
tion of more taxes. Home owners 
and real estate interests are groan- 
ing under their present tax load, 
he said, and additional burden may 
result in a tax strike. It was esti- 
mated the bond issued would neces- 
sitate an addition of 8 cents to the 
tax rate. 

Dr. C. B. Vonnahme, presidegt of 
the East St. Louis Civic Associa- 
tion, said that “taxes in East St. 
He 
concurred with Steger in asserting 
that higher taxes would cause a re- 
volt among taxpayers. The effect 
of the city’s high tax rate, he said, 
is to cause industries to reject East 
St. Louis as a site for new. factories. 

Six local taxing bodies now levy 
a toll on East St. Louis’ income, 
and the tax rate, based on a 40 per 
cent assessed valuation, has in- 
creased steadily for the last three 
years. In 1931 the tax rate for the 
six local bodies was $5.20; in 1932, 
$5.30; in. 1933, $5.43. 

In 1931, St. Clair County Trea- 
surer’s records show, real estate 
tax delinquencies amounted to $91,- 
488, or 14.4 per cent of the $633,129 
tax extension. Collections were 
$542,480. In 1932, the percentage 
jumped to 26.7. Delinquencies 
amounted to $184,400; collections,

FLING ADMIRAL WILL 
BECOME NAVY'S CHIEF 


Joseph Mason Reeves Got His 
Wings as Captain at 
Age of 53.

WASHINGTON.@-For the first 

time in history an airman becomes 

commander-in-chief of the United 


States Navy June 15. On the quar- 
ter deck of the flagship Indianapo- 
lis, Admiral Joseph Mason Reeves 
becomes the Navy’s No. 1 man 
afloat. 

First, outgoing Admiral David 
Foote Sellers will step forward and 
read a brief order appointing him 
superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis. Then Admiral 
Reeves personally will read the or- 
ders elevating him to commander- 
in-chief of the United States fleet. 

Admiral Reeves, lean, bearded 
and straight, is the same “Bull” 
Reeves who in 1894, despite a seri- 
ous injury, drove the Middies of 
Annapolis to a football victory over 
the Army Mules, 6 to 4 It’s the 
same “Bull” Reeves who crowded 
steam on the historic U. S. Oregon 
and drove the old tub at destroyer 
speed around Cape Horn from San 
Francisco for the Battle of Santi- 
ago. | 

That deed was the turning point 
in “Bull” Reeves’ career. The Navy 
jumped him four grades upward. 
He wears above his decorations the 
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insignia of a naval aviation observ- 


z 


er. He first became interested in 
the aerial branch of the service ‘n 
1918, when he convoyed transports 
with the Maine. For his excellent 
service in that work he got the 
treasured navy cross. 

Admiral Reeves learned flying at 
Pensacola and won his wings as a 
captain at the age of 53 years. Lat- 
er he was made aircraft comman- 
der of the battle force, his flag fly- 
ing proudly from the Langley. 

The ceremonies aboard the Indi- 
anapolis will come just two days 
before the fleet ends its 17-day stay 
in New York harbor, a fitting <li- 
max to the most successful peace- 
time maneuvers in the Navy’s his- 
tory. The only post in the Navy 
comparauvle to that of commander- 
in-chief afloat is that of Admiral 
William H. Standley, chief of naval 
operations, who is No. 1 man 
ashore.

Fourteen Indian dolls dressed in 
authentic tribal costumes, designed 
and made by Mrs. Erna I ‘aff, who 
teaches every summer at the Col- 
lege of Indian Wisdom near Santa 
Fe, N. M., were placed on exhibi- 
tion today among the Indian trea- 
sures at Jefferson Memorial. 

In most cases the dolls are 
dressed in the costumes for the 
tribe’s chief dance. The costumes 
are reproduced in the minutest de- 
tail—all the beads, elks’ teeth, 
wampum, pcint bags, and feathers 
that the Indians wear are there. 

Two of the Indian are masked. 
One, a medicine man, in a brown 
and white painted mask surround- 
ed with bla.k fur, represents an 
Alaskan Indian with a valuable 
Chilkat blanket thrown about him. 
The other is a Hopi with a blue 


: 


mask and narrow, sullen eyés. That 
is because a Hopi woman, with a 


blossom head-dress, which 


squash 
indicates she wants to be married, 
is mooning around the place. 

The Pueblo and his squaw are 
going to the corn dance. To keep 
off unclean spirits, he has tied 
some skunk skins around his 
ankles. His squaw has very thick, 
hot leggings, which .she doesn’t 
mind, because the thicker the leg- 
gings, the wealthier she is. As a 
final touch she has used American 
quarters as buttons for her dress. 

If she weren’t already a squaw, 
she might be interested in the 
handsome Kiowa from Oklahoma 
near her who is dressed for the 
annual spring dance in which he 
imitates the mating movements of 
the prairie chicken. 


Proudest of them all is the chief 
of the Blackfeet, decked out in a 
train of feathers, ermine tails, 
and buffalo horns. From his head- 
band hangs an eagle plume, which 
tells the world that he has led a 
chaste life. 

Besides, he has a squaw intent 
on keeping him. Her name is 
Little-Sweet-Root-Person, and she 
carries her toilet bag with her to 
keep herself pretty. Mostly it con- 
tains red clay with which to paint 
the part in the center of her 
hair. 

Then there are the Navajos, with

USE BY NEEDY OF IDLE 
PLANTS UP TO STATES 


Federal Administration Plans 
No National Policy for 
Operation of Factories. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 14 — Al- 


though encouraging communities to 
use idle factories for manufacturing 


goods for the needy, the Federal 
Relief Administration denied yester- 
day that it planned to take over fac- 
tories as a national policy. This 
followed publication that two idle 
Massachusetts underwear plants are 
about to be turned by State action 
into “emergency work administra- 
tion” projects to make clothing for 
the unemployed. It was said that 
the project merely carries on what 
has been done for the last three or 
four years. 

The Federal Relief Administration 
said it was not conducting any sur- 
vey looking to similar national ac- 
tion, adding that it “gives money 
to the states for relief work which 
is mingled with their own money 
and the states thereafter have juris- 
diction.” “If the states want to use 
the money for such a purpose, that 
is up to them,” the administration 
said. 

Shortly before the Civil ~Works 


Administration was abandoned, Hop- 
kins notified. State Administrators 
that six types of work might be 
supplied to needy unemployed. 
These embraced every type of work- 
er and included planning of pro} 
ects, improvement of public prop- 
erty, demolition and remodeling and 
repairing of houses, production and 
distribution of goods needed by the 
unemployed, public welfare pro- 
grams and educational activities. 

Relief administrations of various 
states have been using idle unem- 
ployed for several years to make 
clothing, furniture, mattresses, 
sheets, canning meat and vegeta- 
bles and in other ways providing 
for those not working. Last year 
the Texas State Administration op- 
erated 19 packing plants for six 
weeks, slaughtering more than 21,- 
000 cattle and employing 9440 per- 
sons.

DROUTH FUNDS IN BILL 


Committee «Reduces $525,- 
000,000 Recommended by 
President to $450,000,000. © 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—Drouth 
relief funds were cut from the $525,- 
000,000 recommended by. President 
Roosevelt to $450,000,000 by the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee yes- 
terday in reporting, the deficiency 
bill to provide funds for carrying 
on public works and relief pro- 
grams, 
The bill as reported by the com- 
mittee carried appropriations of $1,- 
653,000,000, or $475,000,000 more than 
the House Dill. 
Senator La Follette (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, served notice he would offer 
his $10,000,000,000 public works Dill 
in modified form as an amendment 
to the measure in the Senate. 
President’s Power Limited. 

Broad power in the House bill for 
President Roosevelt to divert to 
public works or relief funds any 
money available in the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation was lim- 
ited by the Senate committee to 
$400,000,000. ) 

The Public Works Administra- 
tion would be allotted $500,000,000 
under the Senate bill, and would 
have authority ‘o sell up to $250,- 
000,000 of securities to the RFC. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
said at his press conference that an 
appropriation. of $525,000,000 for‘ 
drouth rélief probably would not be 
excessive inasmuch as there is “the 
greatest deficiency of subsoil mois- 
ture” the corn belt has ever known 
and effects of the drouth will prob- 
ably continue into next winter. He 
added the cattle purchase and tu- 
berculosis eradication programs 
might eventually involve a total of 
2,000,000 head of cattle. 

Allotment for Cattle Purchase. 
Allotment of $2,000,000 for cattle 
disease eradication in 25 states and, 
the purchase of 100,000 head of cat- 
tle*in the drouth area were an- 
nounced. 

Most of the cattle purchases were 
in the Dakotas and Minnesota, cen- 
ter of drouth damage. Parchases 
in Wisconsin also are being made. 

The first checks in payment for 
cattle were issued in St. Paul Tueés- 
day to 10 farmers in Traverse 
County, Minnesota, and averaged 
slightly more than $100 to each one, 

State and regional relief direc- 
tors for the north central emer- 
gency states met at St. Paul to 
make plans for expediting and co- 
ordinating the Government’s drouth 
relief activities. A similar meeting 
for state directors in the southwest- 
ern and western drouth area is 
scheduled for Denver, Coilo., June

‘CLOTHING CUTTER ACQUITTED 
BY JURY OF ASSAULT CHARGE 


Accusation Against Edward Stewart 
Grew Out of Garment Work- 
ers Strike. 

Edward Stewart, 31-year-old cloth- 
ing cutter, was acquitted of a 
charge of assault by a jury in Cir- 
cuit Judge Hartmann’s court yes- 
terday.

DEPOSITION FILED 
IN SUIT FOR STOCK 


A. Huber and W. F. An- 
heuser Offered in Reply 
to Mrs. Suhre’s Claim. 


REPURCHASE OF 
SHARES INVOLVED 


Defense Alleges Plaintiff 
Sought to Recover Brew- 
ery Holdings After Her 
Option Expired. 


Depositions of the late August A. 
Busch and some of his business as- 
sociates, in the suit filed against 
him by Mrs. Lily Anheuser Suhre, 
a cousin, relating to her former 
holdings of stock in Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., have been filed in 


Circuit Court by William H. Kil- 
loren, former Circuit Judge, before 
whom the depositions were taken 
Jan. 16. The suit is now pending 
against "Mr. Busch’s estate. 

The depositions of Mr. Busch and 
of R. A. Huber and W. Fred An- 
heuser, vice-presidents of the brew- 
ing firm, follow the line of the de- 
fense’s answer in the suit, which 
was filed in court Feb. 8 Mr. 
Busch, suffering from a painful ill- 
ness, shot and killed himself at his 
Grant’s Farm home Feb. 13. Mrs. 
Suhre and her husband, William 
O. Suhre, also gave depositions, 
which were in line with the state- 
ments in Mrs. Suhre’s petition. 

Repurchase Agreement. 

Mrs. Suhre, in mid-prohibition 
times, found herself holding 812% 
shares of the brewery’s stock, and 
needing money to pay a loan to a 
bank. She went to Mr. Busch, on 
two occasions, and asked him to 
buy her stock, which he did, paying 
her $46,500 in all, with repurchase 
agreements. Under these agree- 
ments, one of which was extended, 
Mrs. Suhre could have bought back 
her stock up to May, 1931, by pay- 
ing the purchase price plus interest 
and less any sums paid as divi- 
dends on the stock while it was out 
of her possession. 

Mrs. Suhre’s Claim. 


Mrs. Suhre did not tender money 
for the repurchase untik May. 12, 
1933. At that time the end of na- 
tional prohibition was in sight, 
manufacture of 3.2 per cent beer 
was under way, and the market 
for brewery stock was better.

G. A. Buder Jr. for Mrs. ®Suhre. 
When asked the degree of relation- 
ship between himself and Mrs. 
Suhre, he said, “I wouldn’t know 
how to answer that.” Asked as to 
dividends on the stock, he said he 
would have to refer to the com- 
pany’s books. 

Questioned about his health or 
iliness in March and April, 1931, 
when Mrs. Suhre contends that she 
tried to see him about the: stock 
deal, and asked whether he re- 
ceived medical attention then, Mr. 
Busch said: “I may have had an 
attack of gout at that time. I 
don’t keep a diary; my wife does. I 
don’t recall that I had any physi- 
cian. I change about with physi- 
cians, and for gout I generally doc- 
tor myself, The doctors seem to 
know less about my health than I 
do.” 

Left Details 

He spoke of his transaction with 
Mrs. Suhre as a loan, until _re- 
minded by the lawyers that it was, 
in form, a purchase. “This young 
lady came and asked me to take 
her out of the bank, and I did so,” 
he said. “I left the details to Mr. 
Huber, and told her to see him. He 
drafted the letters which I signed. 

“I didn’t want her stock, and 
didn’t want her coming to see me 
about it,” he continued, “but she 
was hard up. I recall that I told 
her I was getting old, and could not 
keep extending such loans. But 
any time she would have tendered 
the money, up to the limit agreed 
on, she would have had her stock.”

Old age is catching up with Ma- 
lolo—he is now eight—and Knight 
is finding the task of making 
weight increasingly difficult. He 
rides these days only when his 
mount is forced to carry a heavy 
impost. 

Knight came out of the West, 


from Goodings, Idaho, to be exact— 
a few years ago as an unknown 
rider and developed into something 
of a sensation. He got his start on 
a recognized track here at Fair- 
mount in 1927, but did not ride his 
first winner until the following 
spring, also at Fairmount. 


149 Winners in 1929. 

He had a good year, but did not 
catch the public eye generally until 
the following year, 1929, when he 
rode a total of 149 winners. On 
the strength of this record Joseph 
E. Widener purchased his contract 
and Knight, signed with the crack 
Eastern stable, went East. to show 
them how to ride in 1930. But 
somewhere along the line he missed 
out. 

He explains with the statement 
that he quickly tired of riding only 
one or two mounts; a day for Wide- 
ner—he wanted constant action; 
was afraid of going stale- 

Ed McCuan, Illinois horseman 
who had previously held his con- 
tract, urged him to return to the 
Mid-West, he said. Finally Me- 
Cuan made a trip to Belmont in 
order to urge him to return. Knight 
did return to McCuan, after only 
three months with Widener. 

Knight rode for McCuan under 
contract fluring the 1931 campaign, 
with only fair success. McCuan 
did not renew the ¢ontract the fol- 
lowing year, and Knight, so recent- 
ly a star, was forced to join the 
free-lance ranks. ; 

Only 24 Mounts This Year. 

At only 23, his .riding career is 
pretty definitely behind’ him. He 
gets only an occasional mount these 
days, having had only 24 mounts 
this ‘year, and of that number, only 
two were winners. 

He weighs around 112, and ff he 
should let up on his training grind, 
he says, he would shoot up to 128 
in a month’s time. He is a well- 
spoken, clean-cut young fellow, and 
seems to be above the average type 
of rider, but that, of course, has no 
influence with the scales. 

Knight rode Malolo when that 
horse couldn’t be counted out of 
a dash in any field. But Malolo, like 
Knight, is approaching the end of 
the trail. Bad legs, a chronic con- 
dition with the sprinter, has kept 
him out of actfon most of the pres- 
ent season. He has entered two

Entered in the fifth race this afternoon at Fairmount is Malolo, 
a crack sprinter, when in sound condition, on any track, a ‘few sea- 
sons ago, and on his back will be Melvin McKnight, who, in 1929, 
was America’s leading jockey in number of winning mounts.

MARYLAND OBSERVING 
300TH ANNIVERSARY 


St. Mary’s City Center of Cele- 
bration With Pageant on 
June 15 and 16. 


By the Associated Press. 


ST. MARY’S CITY, Md., June 14. 
—In this small city, where 22 En- 
glishmen built their first Maryland 
homes in the quest for religious and 
civil peace, the State of ‘Maryland 
this week will celebrate its 300th 
anniversary with pageant, dedica- 
tions and prayer. 

A thousand descendants of these 
first colonists will parade the State’s 
early history in a pageant on June 
15 and 16, and in commemoration of 
the Commonwealth's first govern- 
ment, a replica of the first State 
House will be dedicated. The origi- 
nal was built in 1634. 

The second day of the celebra- 
tion, Saturday, June 16, has been 
proclaimed a State holiday by Gov. 
Albert C. Ritchie. Fully 50,000 per- 
sons are expected to attend. 

Arrival of First Cqlonists. 

The Maryland Tercentenary com- 
memorates the days when two small 
wooden boats, the Ark and Dove, 
dropped anchor off St. Clements 
Island in the Potomac River. St. 
Clements Island is now owned by 
the Government and is known as 
Blackstone. 

The band was under Leonard 
Clavert, brother of Lord Baltimore. 
Within a few weeks St. Clements 
Island was abandoned and a site 
chosen on a high bluff overlooking 
the St. Mary’s River. Homes were 
established there and it became 
known as St. Mary’s City. 

The landing and settling scenes, 
along with Indian trading, are to 
be depicted in the pageant. Replicas 
of the Ark and Dove have been 
built and are to be maneuvered as 
they were 300 years ago. 

The pageant was written by Mrs. 
Kathleen Reed Koontz of Washing- 


historical highlights, ending with re- 
moval of the State capital to An- 
napolis in 1694. 

Statewide Celebration. 

The entire State has been “tercen- 
tenary conscious” this year. Scores 
of celebrations already have been 
held, or will be held, in practically 
every county in the State, while 
generally about $50,000 has been 
raised for the principal celebration 
here. 

A British war vessel, the Dundee, 
has been dispatched from Bermuda 
to attend the celebration. 

‘Historic markers are now being 
set up throughout the state. Nu- 
merous special features have been 
arranged as an anti-climax to the 
St. Mary’s observance. Among 
these will be a large pageant in 
Baltimore this fall; the silver ju- 
bilee of the Maryland Yacht Club; 
trophy 
races of the American Power Boat 
Association, The racing events, all 
awarded to Maryland in honor of 
the Tercentenary, are to be held in 
August. 

Some Events Already Held. 
Several outstanding events « al- 
ready have been held, the latest of 
which was the Tercentenary cele- 
bration of the founding of Catholic- 
ism in Maryland. Seventy-five thou- 
sand Roman Catholics paraded, 
into the Baltimore stadium for a 
solemn military mass in honor of 
the occasion. Prior to that a large 
cross was dedicated on St. Clem- 
ents Island, where Father Andrew 
White, who accompanied the first 
settlers and chronicled the prog- 
ress of the Ark and Dove, held his 
first mass. 

Both at Washington and New 
York, Maryland societies have held 
special tercentenary banquets, while 
last year a joint celebration was 
held in Maryland and Cowes, En- 
gland, marking the 300th anniver- 
sary of the sailing of the settlers. 
Among those taking part were 
President Roosevelt, the American

Man. Stopped by Bullet After 
Attack on Russian Offices 
in Finland.

HELSINGFORS, Finiand, June 
14.—Henry Wilson Brown, 25 years 
old, forced his way into the Russian 
Legation today and fired 20 shots 
with a pistol. Six persons were 
wounded, one seriously. 

His attack was halted when he 
was shot in the chin. Brown was 
arrested and placed in a hospital. 

Police said Brown was born in 
Leningrad, had lived in London but 
was now residing in Finland. 

Before leaving home this morn- 
ing, they said, he wrote. and left 
behind a letter announcing his in- 
tention to attack the Russian Lega- 
tion for political motives. 

Brown conceived himself to be 
waging a “one-man war’ against 
Soviet Russia, said police who 
questioned hing at the hospital. 

Talking in a rambling manner, 
Brown said Bolshevists had killed 
his uncle and confiscated his for- 
tune. He added he was disap- 
pointed because Great Britain and 
other nations had entered business 
relations with Soviet Russia. 

The British legation denied 
Brown was a British subject. 


SOVIET OFFERS CITIZENSHIP 
TO FORMER RUSSIANS IN U. S. 


Announcement Includes Amnesty 
for Those Who served With 
the White Army.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—For- 
mer Russian subjects under the 
Czarist regime who have been liv- 
ing in the United States may now 
make application to become citi- 
zens of the Union of Socialist So- 
viet Republics, according to an an- 
nouncement made at the Soviet 
Embassy. Similarly, soldiers in the 
White army living in this country 
may make application for amnesty. 

Application must be made within 
six months either at the Washing- 
ton Embassy or the New York or 
San Francisco consulates. Persons 
residing in Missouri and Illinois 
should apply at the New York 
Consulate. 

Former Russian citizens who 
may apply for citizenship are those 
who left Russia before Nov. 7, 1917, 
and those who left the Soviet Un- 
ion before June 1, 1922. All private 
citizens of the Soviet Union now 
in this country, must register at 
the embassy within three months.

GUEBBELS EXPLAINS — 
NA! POLICY TO POLES 


Propaganda Minister Says His 
Group ‘“‘Laid Bare Creative 
Forces-of Nation.” 


By the Associated Press. * 

WARSAW, June 14.—Germany is 
awaiting the world’s reaction “to 
her endeavors to solve the great 
problems of the times by new meth- 
ods,” Dr. Joseph Goebbels, German 
propaganda minister, said in an ad- 
dress to the Intellectual Union here 
yesterday. : 

Dr. Goebbels’ visit to Warsaw, 
while described as strictly unoffi- 
cial, was made the occasion of an 
elaborate reception and his lecture 
of Nazi principles attracted a 
crowded, house. 

European nations which are 
“bleding from a thousand wounds 
and are weary of the strife are 
anxiously awaiting a peace that can 
be attained by grasping Germany’s 
outstretched hand,” he declared. 

No Aggressive World Mission. 

Goebbels emphasized that the 


leaving of the League of: Nations 
and the disarmament conference by 
Germany was not inconsistent with 
Berlin’s readiness to co-operate in 
reconciliation between nations. This, 
he said, was proved by the German- 
Polish agreement. 


“National Socialism has no inter- 
national mission in an aggressive 
sense,” he said, denying that the 
aims of his party were to under- 
mine the systems of government of 
other nations. 


Touching on the Jewish question 
Goebbels repeated his charge that 
Jews in Germany had been unduly 
dominant in all spheres of national 
life, out of all proportion to their 
population. 

“We need not fear the truth,” he 
said, “so long as the issue is not 
envenomed by atrocity tales and 
emigrants’ lies.” ‘ 

Most of the address was dévoted 
to an exposition of the Nazi system 
as a typical German phenomenon, 
“réfined democracy practiced au- 
thoritarily by virtue of the nation’s 
mandate.” 

Goebbels heavily stressed the 
heroic outlook on life, asserting that 
class war had been abolished in 
Germany by the state acting as an 
honest broker between the rich and 
the poor. ’ 

He referred at length to the posi- 
tion of art in the Nazi regime. 

“No taunt has hurt us so much 
as the one that national Socialism 
in tantamount to intellectual bar- 
barism, leading to the ruction 
of German cultural life,” he said. 
“As a matter of fact, we have laid 
bare the creative forces of the na- 
tion so that they may blossom forth 
unhampered and bear rich fruits.”

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 
administration housing bill was ap- 
proved today by a Senate banking 
subcommittee, with all the essen- 
tials of the measure as originally 
introduced, and will be taken up 
later in-the day by the full com- 
mittee. 

The subcommittee added to the 


bill an amendment by Senator Wag- 
ner (Dem.), New York, to increase 


|the borrowing power of the Home 


Owners’ Loan Corporation from 
two billion dollars to four billion 
dollars, and provided for a single 
administrator to have charge of 
the housing program instead of a 
group of new boards. 

The bill was passed by the House 
yesterday but a seemingly minor 
amendment created doubt whether 
is was exactly what the admin- 
istration wanted. 

Before the final vote of 176 to 
19 sent the measure to the Senate, 
the House over the protest of its 
Banking Committee wrote back into 
the bill the controverted “Title 
Two’—that permitting creation of 
national mortgage associations.. 


It was said repeatedly that these 


were important in the President’s 
housing program. Originally, it 
was planned by administration ad- 
visers that these associations would 
make direct loans on mortgages in 
competition with existing building 
and loan associations. 

But in the hubbub just before 
passage Representative Reilly 
(Dem.), Wisconsin, offered, and the 
House adopted, an amendment 
eliminating the direct loan feature. 

Chairman Stegall of the Banking 
Committee subsequently explained 
that the new mortgage associations 
would be simply re-discount insti- 
tutions, handling mortgages ac- 
cepted by other institutions. 

$1,500,000,000 More for HOLC. 

The House accepted the Banking 
Committee’s proposal to let the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
have $1,500,000,000 more, of which 
$500,000,000 may be advanced to 
building and loan associations. 

To minimize the possibilities of 
unfair competition which many 
members said would occur bétween 
the national mortgage associations 
and building and loan companies, 
the House accepted an amendment 
making the securities and incomes 
of the mortgage concerns subject to 
taxes. 

In final debate, there were fre- 
quent references to the “adminis- 
tration’s” wishes. House leaders 
asked permission to quote Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on the floor as say- 
ing he favored Title Two and was 
opposed to the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation proposal. 

But that permission was denied, 
and Representative Luce (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, had this to say: 

“The administration means twe 
or three admirable young men 
called in to advise the President 
who are not fortunate enough to 
have the experience of years. When 
our committee eliminated Title 
Two, these young men resorted to 
the press. 

“The press blossomed out with 
stories of the anger of the admin- 
istration, namely, the anger of these 
two or three young zealots, enthus- 
iastic but without experience.” 

Rank Discourtesy, Byrns Says. 

To which Representative Byrns 
of Tennessee, Democratic floor 
leader, replied:

CONSTRUCTION STRIKE IN SPAIN 
SECESSION MOVE IN CATALONIA 


Walkout by Builders Spreading; 
State Defies Madrid, Passes 
Crop Law.

MADRID, June 14.—A spreading 
general construction strike added 
‘today to the serious situation faced 
by the Spanish Government as it 
combatted a movement for seces- 
sion in the State of Catalonia. A 
strike declared at Asturias was re- 


ported to be growing. 

Authorities at Seville ordered 
the citizenry to refrain from going 
to terraces or roofs of houses as 
Socialists and Communists threat- 
ened a general revolutionary strike.

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision handed 
down here today, denied the citizen-

Rutledge Beale, British-born pastor 
of the People’s Church in St. Paul, 
Minn., and conscientious objector to 
military service. The court, in its 
decision, written by Judge Gardner, 
with Judges Woodrough and Van 
Valkenburgh concurring, affirmed 
the ruling of District Judge Joyce 
of St. Paul, denying the minister's 
plea for naturalization. 

The Rev. Mr. Beale contended, in 
his plea before Judge Joyce, and 
in his appeal to the Appellate 
Court, that the Kellogg Peace Pact 
of 1929, by which the United States 
and other nations renounced war 
as an instrument of national poliey, 
had canceled the part of the nat- 
uralization laws requiring appli- 
cants to state their willingness to 
perform military duty. Under the 
Constitution,:he argued, a_ treaty, 
such as the Kellogg pact, is the 
supreme law of the land, and over- 
rides any statutes in conflict with 
it. 

Holds Requirements Unchanged. 

In its decision, the Appellate 
Court does not make direct men-

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REDUCING BUILDING COSTS. 

To give the greatest possible effectiveness to the 
program for stimulating building, now before Con 
gress, President Roosevelt is taking steps to make 
possible the reduction of building costs. There are 
great difficulties to be overcome in such a proposal, 
and, as the news account states, “a terrific howl is 
likely to go up when it is announced.” That howl, 
however, will not come from the prospective builders. 
Nor, if the reductions are on a rational basis and 
the building program lives up to its prospect of suc- 
cess, will labor and business have much reason to 
protest. 

Both business and labor will benefit greatly if the 
building program succeeds. Secretary Perkins pre- 
dicts jobs for 1,000,000 men, and prospects for sale 
of building materials are tremendous. Construction 
costs are estimated at 60 per cent for materials and 
40 per cent for labor. A recent survey by C. W. 
Young & Co., investment managers, found both out 
of line. Its report states that the chief obstacle to 
resumption of building was “failure of building costs 
to decline to a point where investment in residential 
building will yield a reasonable return.” — 

The wholesale price index of the Bureau of Labor 
statistics shows building materials now 9% per cent 
lower than in 1929, while other commodities (omit- 
ting farm products and foods) had fallen 14 per cent. 
The price rises produced by the lumber codes have 
been the subject of widespread attack. Senator 
Borah recently called the Senate’s attention to a lum- 
ber firm’s advertisement announcing the increase of 
one type of material from $10 to $20 a thousand 
feet. “You can’t do anything toward building homes 
for the people of the nation if you double the price of 
lumber,” Mr. Borah declared. 

Washington representatives of the lumber indus- 
try say many firms are “barely holding on” in the 
hope that the building program will be made effec- 
tive. Their hope is for developing sales volume— 
and what better stimulus to volume for a wanted 
commodity has any business man ever found than re- 
duced prices? 

The status of labor is similar. Wages in the build- 
ing industry are high in theory, in comparison with 
other wage scales, but this is necessary because work 
has been scarce. Yearly earnings were greater when 
hourly wages were lower and building was booming. 
The individual worker would not take much time 
to choose between the alternatives: high hourly 
wages on paper and little work, or lower hourly 
wages and more work. 

The index for all building costs now stands only 
about 30 points below the 1926 level. It is common 
knowledge that other costs have fallen far more. 
While firmly committed to fair wages and fair prices, 
the President still perceives how reductions in this 
field are necessary to revival. Other heavy goods 
industries will enjoy an immediate favorable reaction 
if a nation-wide building campaign is launched. Jobs 
will be provided, and better homes for the people wil! 
result. If some sacrifices in wage and material rates 
ware necessary to build greater and more profitable 
volume, they should be made willingly. | 
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A WISE REVERSAL. 

The cause of justice has been notably served by 
the Missouri Supreme Court in abandoning its view 
that Judges are not obligated to advise juries on the 
law and evidence in @ case, except when one side or 
the other asks the court to do so. Jurorg are taken 
from the rank and file and, as such, cannot be ex- 
pected to be experts in such matters. Their responsi- 
bility is to weigh the evidence in the light of the law, 
and it should be obvious that there are times when 
they need the impartial guidance of the Judge if they 
are to do so fairly. | 

The new ruling of Justice Atwood and his fellow 
members on the State Supreme Court, for they con: 
curred in it, requires the court to offer this counsel 
when it is apparent to the Judge that the situation 
demands it. Disapproving previous rulings in this 
connection, the Supreme Court, in effect, reverses 
itself. In a sense, that in itself is a credit to the 
jurists who comprise it, for high courts generally, 
and unfortunately, lean on the side of custom and 
past practices, regardless of what they are. 
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GOOD WORK BY THE SCHOOL BOARD. | 

Thanks to action by the Board of Education this 
week, the public school playgrounds are secured for 
the summer, and the preservation of the Bugene 
Field house on South Broadway is assured. There 
will be only commendation for members of the board 
in regard to each of these matters. 

St. Louis, as we have said repeatedly, needs, not 
fewer playgrounds, but more of them. In providing 
such facilities for school children during the sum- 
mer months, the Board of Education has not been 
performing a function beyond its province. On the 
contrary, in the modern metropolitan community, it 
is highly doubtful if a public school system is not 
derelict if it does not look out for the recreational! 
needs of children during vacation periods. 

There is no good reason, however, why St. Louis 
should have two systems of playgrounds which are 
competitive, so to speak, and require the taxpayers 
to foot two sets of administrative costs. The pro 
posal of Drv Francis C. Sullivan, the critical mem- 
ber, that the board have experts study unification of 
the municipal and public school systems, therefore is 
in order. 

Now that the board has canceled the lease and has 
accepted the offer of Jesse P. Henry and Carl P. 
Daniel-to pay the costs of immediate preservation of 
the Field house, the question arises as to how ar- 
Tangements may best be made for fitting and equip- 
ping the poet's babyhood home for use as @ me 
morial to St. Louis’ famous literary son. Since the 
board owns the ground and the dwelling, it may 
very well prefer to make care of the place its own 
responsibility. The attendant expense would not be 
great, and there are countless admirers of Field 
St. Louis and elsewhere who would be glad to he

Payments in Kind 


ECRETARY HULL'S suggestion that 
s Great Britain might make payments on 

the war debts “in kind,” that is to say, 
in goods, rather than in money, is worth 
exploring because it may help to make 
somewhat clearer what the debt problem is. 

The best way to make a picture of it is to 
begin by realizing that the British have to 
pay in American dollars. The Treasury can- 
not and will not accept British money. Yet 
that is the only kind of money that the 
British Government can obtain from the 
British taxpayer. So before the British can 
pay, they have to turn British money into 
American money. This is what is meant in 
the technical jargon of this interminable 
debate by the “transfer problem’—how to 
transfer British pounds into American dol- 
lars. “Transferring” pounds into dollars 
means buying dollars with pounds. The 
British Government, in other words, has to 
find people who own American dollars and 
are willing to sell them for British money. 

* . t 


The next thing to fix in mind is that 
American dollars can be spent only in the 
United States, just as British pounds can 
only in Britain: Therefore, if an American 
or anyone else who owns dolldrs sells them 
to the British Government, the man who 
sold the dollars can no longer buy goods in 
America. He no longer has American money. 
He now has British money and the only 
place he can spend it is in Great Buftain. 
Thus, in order to pay the international debt 
in dollars; that many less dollars have to 
be spent in America and that many more 
pounds spent in Britain. 

This is the essential principle of the whole 
business which governs it, no matter how 
complicated the actual transactions may be- 
come. For example: The British could pay 
in Liberty bonds rather than in dollars. But 
they have to have dollars to buy the bonds, 
so that does not affect the principle. Or 
they could borrow the dollars in the United 
States from bankers, but that would not 
change the principle, for some time or other 
they would have to repay, the bankers. 
There is only one exception to this rule. 
If they have gold iri their vaults, they could 
ship that to America and sell it for dollars. 
But they have not enough gold to.do that 
a more than a féw payments at the out- 

a. 

So, however you look at it, you come back 
to the basic principlé that, to be paid in 
dollars, less goods have to be bought in 
America and more goods have to be bought 
in Britain. A very simple example will 
show why this must be true. 


the British might pay us in those commodi- 
ties. But this really does not solve the 
problem. Last year we bought $100,000,000 
worth of rubber and tin. Now, suppose we 
did not have to buy it, that it was shipped 
to us without payment. We should havé the 
tin and the rubber; the foreigners who pro- 
duce them would not have $190,000,000. But 
those dollars, which we now spend for rub- 
ber and tin, are no good to foreigners ex- 
cept when they are spent in the United 
States. They are all spent finally in the 
United States. Therefore, if foreigners do 
not have those dollars they will buy $100,- 
000,000 less in goods from us. - We are back 
where we started, at the principle that, if 
the debts are to be paid in dollars, more 
money must be spent abroad and less in the 
United States. 

The question then comes down to this: 
Are there any things which the British 
could give us that would not result in less 
money being spent in the United States? 
The answer is Yes, if anyone can think of 
something that would not normally enter 
into international trade which we should 
like to have. It is very hard to think of 
things of that sort. We do not want Brit- 
ish territory. As between’ the British and 
ourselves, the day has gone by when terri- 
tory can be treated as mere real estate. We 
certainly do not. expect the British to send 
us the paintings in the National Gallery or 
the crown jewels or the books in the British 
Museum. What is there, then? Whisky? 
In the first place, it is a trifle in these pay- 
ments; in the second place, if they give us 
whisky instead of selling it, we are back 
again where we started from: they will 
have that many less dollars with which to 
buy American goods, 


If there is any escape from this dilemma, 
I do not know what it is. For many years 
the Allies tried to collect German repara- 
tions “in kind.”

Charles F, Quest, CWA Art- 
ist, Picks Group as Models 
for Carpenter Branch. 


Portraits of well-known St. Louis- 
ans and of the artist’s friends and 
relatives will appear in a mural 
painting being designed for the 
Carpenter Branch Library, Grand 
boulevard and Utah place, by 
Charles F. Quest. 

The painting, depicting the for- 
mal transfer of the Louisiana ter- 
ritory to the United States in 1804, 
was begun two months ago by the 
young St. Louis artist as a CWA 
job, and although it cannot be fin- 
ished in the allotted time, he in- 
tends to carry it to completion on 
his own account. 

La Beaume in White Wig. 

The features of Louis La Beaume, 
president of the board of control 
of City Art Museum in Forest Park, 
will be discernible beneath the 
white wig of Maj. Stoddard, as the 
American officer bows, accepting 
the keys to the Government House, 
which stood in St. Louis near 
Fourth and Walnut streets. Friends 
of Fred J. Jeffrey, assistant super- 
intendent - of Hadley Vocational 
School, will recognize his counte- 
nance in the picture of De Lassus, 
the Spanish commandant, who sur- 
renders the keys. 

In the surrounding crown of 
American and Spanish soldiers, 
trappers and citizens of early St. 
Louis, will appear the faces of Su- 
perintendent of Schools Henry J. 
Gerling and Assistant Superintend- 
ent John Rush Powell. Others rep- 
resented will be Fred Carpenter of 
the Washington University School 
of Fine Arts, Charles F. Quest Sr., 
the artist’s father; J. Yandell John- 
son, his wife’s brother; D. R. Fitz- 
patrick, Post-Dispatch cartoonist; 
Clark McAdams, editor of the Post- 
Dispatch editorial page; Meyric -R. 
Rogers, director of City Art Mu- 
seum; Eric Applewhite, an actor in 
the Little Theater group, and prob- 
ably Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, pub- 
lic librarian. 

Follows Ancient Custom. 

Quest is anxious that this com- 
pliment to his friends be not mis- 
taken for an oddity designed to at- 
tract attention to an otherwise in- 
significant picture. It is an ancient 
and honorable custom,. he recalls, 
adopted by Michelangelo and the 
other great Florentines, and mural 
painters throughout the history of 
art. 

His picture, now in the _ sketch 
stage, will contain 15 or more life 
size figures. Completed, it will be 
7™% feet high and 12 feet wide. 
Portrait sketches of the St. Louis- 
ans to be pictured are being done by 
his wife, Dorothy Quest, with whom 
he lives at 925 Maryville avenue. 

In the picturesque blue and red 
uniforms of the Continental army, 
the American soldiers are grouped 
at the left, and the Spaniards, in 
yellow and red, are at the right. The 
colors are softened so that the 
painting will not be too obtrusive on 
the wall. 

Fads of contemporary art hold no 
appeal for Quest, and he has 
planned a picture steeped in tradi- 
tion with the idea that it will be 
before the public for many years 
after the novel phases of contempo- 
rary art have lost their attractive- 
ness. He has eliminated much un- 
necessary detail, having in mind 
that the picture is a wall decora- 
tion, and not an illustration, and 
by soft gradations of color has per- 
mitted the figures to emerge and re- 
cede back into the wall without the 
violence characteristic of much 
modern mural decoration. 

Will Work Without Pay. 

The picture narrates not much of 
a story and what story may be read 
into it is of no particular conse- 
quence. Quest likes to draw a com- 
parison between his idea of what 
painting should be, and the music 
of Brahms and Bach, pure music 
‘without literary content. Painting, 
he holds, should be a matter of 
beauty, achieved in the arrange- 
ment of form and color, and beauty 
makes a poor stone on which to 
grind an ax for any cause. 

For another month Quest will be 
on the payroll of the State Relief 
Commission which is carrying on 
some of the CWA work, but after 
that he will receive no further com- 
pensation for work on the picture. 
To finish it, he estimates, will take 
most of his time until September, 
but he is determined to complete 
it and is grateful for the opportu- 
nity given him to get away from 
painting easel pictures. .

NEW SITE NECESSARY 
FOR BATES STATUE 


Monument in Forest Park Must 
Be Moved to Make 
Way for Highway. 


Construction of the express high- 
way in Forest Park will make 
necessary a change in location of 
the statue of Edward Bates, Whig 
and Republican statesman of the 
early days of Missouri’s statehood. 
Director of Public Welfare Darst 
will consult the Municipal Art 
Commission and others about a 
new site in the park or elsewhere. 

The statue is at the Chouteau 
avenue entrance to the park, at 
Kingshighway. The express high- 
way, which in general will follow 
the southern edge of the park, will 
swing over the southeastern cor- 
ner of the park to cross under 
Kingshighway near Papin street. 

The monument, which cost $13,- 
000 and was designed by J. Wilson 
McDonald, is of bronze, depicting 
Bates as speaking. On the granite 
base are medallions of Capt. James 
B. Eads, builder of Eads Bridge; 
Gov. Hamilton R. Gamble, Bates’ 
law partner; Charles Gibson and 
Henry S. Geyer. 

Bates, born in Virginia in 1793, 
came here in 1814 and died here 
in 1869. He was proposed for 
President in the Republican ¢on- 
vention of 1860, but lost to 
Abraham Lincoln and afterwards 
was Lincoln’s Attorney-General. 
He refused appointment as Secre- 
tary of War under President Fill- 
more. At various times in his 
career he was prosecuting attor- 
ney for the northern circuit of the 
territory of Missouri, a delegate in 
the convention which drew the 
first State Constitution, first At- 
torney-General of Missouri, a State 
Representative, a State Senator, 
United States District Attorney 
here, Congressman, and Judge of 
the old Land Court of St. Louis 
County. He helped obtain valu- 
able school lands for the city.

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IN PAPERS ON PLANE VICTIM 

Orders Them Returned to Chemical 
Firm Which Employed 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 14—Rear 
Admiral Joseph K. Taussig, assis- 
tant chief of naval operations, said 
today the Navy had found nothing 
of value in papers and chemicals 
in the luggage of William Bader, 
Buffalo chemical engineer, who was 
killed with six other persons in an 
airplane crash Saturday night on a 
Catskill mountainside. 

The documents, obtained yester- 
day by a naval intelligence officer 
from Coroner Victor G. Bourke at 
Liberty, N. Y., have been ordered 
returned to the owner, the Semet- 
Solvay Co., which employed Bader. 

Taussig talked by telephone this 

morning with Rear Admiral Yates 
Stirling Jr., commandant of the 
Third Naval District at New York, 
who had been instructed to inves- 
tigate reports that secret naval 
documents had been found in the 
lane. 
Stirling, Taussig said, told him 
that “an officer sent yesterday from 
New York to the scene of the dis- 
aster had found no documents or 
papers of a secret or confidential 
nature whatever belonging to the 
Navy Department.” 

“Navy specifications, however, 
for ammonia picrate were found at 
the scene of the crash,” Taussig 
said. “These papers were in no 
wise confidential and are explained 
by the fact that the company by 
which Mr. Bader was employed was 
bidding, as were about 12 other 
companies, on contracts for ammo- 
nia picrate for the navy.”

I under 
stand that since the Kellogg Peace 
Treaty, or Pact of Paris, has come 
into effect as international law, 
one’s allegiance to the Constitution 
is not prejudiced by his ,unwilling- 
ness to accept a hypothetical obli- 
‘gation in regard to the now delegal- 
ized institution of war. 

“In the Pact of Pars, which was 
negotiated by our Government and 
proclaimed by President Hoover, 
July 24, 1929, the United States, 
jointly with other nations of the 
world, condemned recourse to war, 
renounced war as an instrument of 
national policy and agreed never to 
seek settlement or solution of any 
international dispute or conflict ex- 
cept by pacific means. 

“I fully approve and support the 
Kellogg peace treaty, as to which 
Mr. Kellogg declared that ‘the 
United States desires to see the in- 
stitution of war abolished.’ 

“Under the Constitution, this 
treaty is now part of the supreme 
law of the land. As a conscientious 
objector to war, I believe I am pa- 
triotically in accord with the Con- 
stitution, and I promise to defend 
it against all enemies.” 

Objects to Hypothesis. 

The record shows that District 
Judge Joyce asked Beale: 

“If the United States should fully 
observe the peace pact, and some 
other nation, violating it, attacks 
this country, would you bear arms?” 

“I believe,” the minister replied, 
“that allegiance to and support of 
the Constitution and laws of the 
United States demands that I do 
npt anticipate that other signatories 
to the pact will break their word, 
any more than that the United 
States will break its word.” 

The Appellate Court, summing up, 
says: 

“It is the province of Congress to 
prescribe the conditions on which 
the privilege of citizenship may be 
granted. The United States Su- 
preme Court, in the Schwimmer 
case (decided May 27, 1929) stated 
that the duty of citizens, by force 
of arms, to defend our Government 
against all enemies, whenever ne- 
cessity arises, is a fundamental 
principle of the Constitution. The 
common defense is one of the pur- 
poses for which the people ordained 
and established the Constitution. 

“No amendments affecting the 
provisions of the statute as to re- 
quirements for admission to citizen- 
ship having been enacted by Con- 
gress, we must conclude that these 
statutory requirements, as con- 
strued by the Supreme Court, have 
congressional sanction.”

guarantee may cover mortgages 
on low-cost housing projects cost- 
ing not more thap $5,000,000. The 
home mortgage’ could not be 
guaranteed if t: ey were for more 
than $20,000. 

2. Increases the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation’s available funds 
from $2,000,000,000 to $3,500,000,- 
000, of which $500,000,000 could be 
expended through building and 
loan associations. 

3. Authorizes the organization 
of private $5,000,000 national mort- 
gage associations which are to deal 
in mortgages and which may 
function all over the nation. The 
money for these is expected to 
come from Eastern financial cen- 
ters. 

4. Sets up a Federal savings 
and loan insurance corporation to 
insure deposits of up to $2500 in 
building and loan associations. 
Membership in this corporation 
and deposit insurance would be 
granted only to associations which 
meet tests as to soundness and 
they would be subject, for a time, 
to an assessment equal to one 
half of one per cent of their ac- 
counts. . 

Support Urged by Green. 

Meanwhile, support for the meas- 
ure to facilitate home construction 
and modernization came from Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. He sent 
a telegram to the presidents of the 
National and International Unions 
saying: 

“The housing bill now pending 
in Congress recommended by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt should release bil- 
lions of money for modernization 
of dwellings and construction of 
new homes if promptly enacted into 
law. 

“It would directly benefit all 
building trades workers and indi- 
rectly it will help every trade, 
yours included. 

“This is a building construction 
measure which is being actively 
supported by the American Feder- 

ation of Labor. 

“IT urge you to wire United States

Dean of Russian Novelists Declares 
Contemporaries Praise One 
Another Too Much. 
By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, ,June 14. — Maxim 
Gorki, dean of Russian writers, d 
nounces contemporary Soviet writ- 
ers and their works "in an article 
published both by the Izvestia and 
the Pravda today. The criticism 
comes on the eve of a writers’ con- 
gress, the object of which is to or- 
ganize authors. 
“Many of the contemporary au- 
thors drink more than they write,” 
Gorki says. He urges that they do 
their drinking at home, and not in 
public places. He observes that the 
practice of “log-rolling” is prevalent 


in present-day Russia. “The cuckoo 


praises the cock because the cock 
praises the cuckoo” with the -esult 
that worthless writers gain atten- 
tion they do not merit,” he declares. 
Gorki urges writers to adapt 
themselves to the new psychology 
of the masses and give their char- 
acters the proletarian spirit: 


RULE ON DEPOSITS CONSTRUED 
FOR INVESTMENT BANKERS 


Lawyers Say Funds Do Not Consti- 
tute Such When Held Subject 
to Specific Orders. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—The Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association has sent 
to its members an interpretation of 
the anti-deposit provision of the 
Federal Banking Act, which it said 
was prepared by seven outstanding 
law firms. 

The opinion holds that where 
“funds are held pending investment 
subject to specific orders already 
given, it seems clear that the funds 
do not constitue ‘deposits.’” Invest- 
ment bankers under provisions of 
the law, effective Saturday, are 
barred from receiving deposits un- 
der penalty of a $5000 fine or im- 
prisonment for five years, or both. 

The opinion further stated that 
when funds received from custom- 
ers “are held for an indefinite pe- 
riod awaiting instructions from the 
customer, the account begins to 
partake of the nature of a “de- 
posit.” The test, the opinion as- 
serted, should be that of “reasona- 
bleness and good faith.” 


CONFECTIONER HANGS SELF 
AFTER GAS AND POISON FAIL 


August Batke, Who Was Ill, Had 
Tried Suicide Three Times Be- 
fore, Relatives Say. 

August Batke, 3 years old, 
hanged himself in a shed back of 
his home, 2128 Mallinckrodt street, 
yesterday. Relatives said he had 
been ill and despondent and had 
made three previous attempts to 
end his life in the last two years. 

The body, with a noose around 
the neck, was found on the floor 
of the shed by Mrs. Batke when she 
returned last night after a day 
away from home. A section of 
sash cord tied to a rafter indicated 
that the body had been suspended 
and that the rope had parted. 

Batke conducted a confectionery 
at hi®home. The previous attempts 
to end his life were with gas and 
poison, Mrs. Batke said.
